deavor to diminish these exceptions 
by a constant exertion of their pro- 
fessional or official influence. 

This operatidn called vaccmation 
dates back to 1798. Its effective- 
ness as a preventive of smalipox 
has always been vigorously assailed, 
and its practice actively opposed. 
Against ite claims and pretensions 
have stood—not ignorant and irre- 
sponsible Dusybodies, but a group of 
men and women notable alike for 
their altruism and their trained in- 
telligence. 

Vaccination as a protective method 
to prevent smallpox is today as ob- 
solete as the lightning rod on one's 
domicile, and involves unreasonable 
dangers in use which still persist. 
Vaccination was the product of a 
dubious and confused hypothesis 
which -has never fully emerged from 
the realm of pseudo-science. In its 
place we have @ renuine and scien- 
tific protection’ from zymotic — «pi- 
aemics by virtue of modern sanita- 
tion and hygienic practice—in terms 
oF sewer and water systems, artifi- 
cial illumination, public disposal of 
waste, and similar co-operative and 
civilizing public service. We have 
an community more broadly educated, 
likewise, to an understanding that 
personal health rests upon a founda- 
tion of good habits, clean living and 
self-control. 


“Personal, Not Vicarious” 


ft is realized, also, that in matters 
of health, suffering. and atonement 
are personai and not vicarious: that 
real cures can flow only from the 
fundamental rectification of the 
causative harmful habits or prac- 
tices of the individual. Furthermore, 
the glorificution of athletics, despite 
its .over-emphasis, has raised the 
respect for physical integrity and 
bodily perfection. We have a com- 
munity which no longer dissociates 
thought from action, which under- 
Stands more clearly the relations and 
the reactions between the mental 
and the physical natures. 

Despite much nonsense uttered in 
the name of psychology, there has 
been developed much valuable un- 
derstanding and insight, helping 
men to realize better the old precept, 

“Know thyself.” No longer does the 
individual member of society, lean 
upon. the doctor so helplessly as of 
vore; and what he seeks is his wise 
and compassionate advice and serv- 
ice, divested of dogma and mere 
fear-rousing admonitions, 

In such a modern community, the 
attempted coercion or dominion on 
the part of any professionai -roup is 
unwarranted and is, I bélieve, a pro- 
found mistake, especially from the 
standpoint of the profession involved. — 
Nothing is more inimical to true 
medical progress. Tolerance, pa- 
tlence and persuasion, resulting in 
reasoned conviction and free action, 
can alone secure the desired results. 

The cult of vaccination is being 
hethoused, coddled, and advertised 
all out of proportion .to fits impor- 
tance-—either relative or absolute- 
in this day and generation. Is it not 
absurd that the policeman should 
support medical authority. which 
seeks to coerce physically the chil- 
dren of the twentieth century in 
accord with the fumbling interpre- 
tation of the eighteenth?

Bill Would | Rave Consatilons 
Name Lesser Candidates 


Hearing upon the bill filed by the’ 
Republican State Committee, under 
instruction of the state convention 
in Worcester, last fall, which - pro- 
vides for the nomination -of candi- 
dates for four minor state offices by 
the party conventions, was held to- 
day before the legislative Committee! 
on Election Laws. 

Francis Preséott, chairman of the 


state committee, led the proponents, 
explaining the action of the party’s 
convention in. referring the question 
to the state committee. He admitted 
that it would be a return in part’to 
the old party convention style and 
that in the old days before the pri- 
maries there wére conditions which | 
might have been bettered. 

He declared, however, that these 
conditions can be guarded against in 
the control of proxies. He denied 
that this bill would tend to establish 
a ring and said that while in theory 
the direct primary is best, in actual 
practice it doesn’t always work out. 
The wealthy man, who can give time 
and money, has the better cae tad in 
the primaries, he said. 

Frank B. Hall, formerly Republt-

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By Filling a Need She Became Successful 


Y GIVING grace and charm to 
B flannelette pajamas—garments 
that. were widely spurned as 
unattractive and undesirable—Miss 
Helen Walrath has developed in four 
years since her graduation from 
Northwestern University at Evans- 
ton. Dl., an industry so profitable 
that she was enabled last summer 
to pass four months in Eurape with 
earnings derived from her idea. 

Realizing that a young woman with 
no previous business training who 
could develop in four years after her 
graduation from a literal arts course 
in college, a business having 25 
agencies and operating in 485 cities 
in 44. states, would have ideas of 
interest to readers of The Christian 
Science Monitor, the correspondent 
visited the Evanston. (IIl.) shop. 

Miss Walrath does not regard her 
success as unusual, but believes that 
she has merely capitalized an idea, 
that, though of obvious value, was 
undeveloped heretofore. 

Seizes on a Stray Remark 

One day. soon after her graduation 
from college, she chanced to hear 
some women remark at a party in 
her mother’s home that their daugh- 
ters refused to wear flannelette paja- 
mas because the styles were re- 
garded as ugly. Miss Walrath was 
seeking some idea for a career, and 
so she quickly realized the signifi- 
cance which this statement might 
have for her. 

“Tl studied over the question and 
thought that if I could create flannel- 
ette pajamas, stylish and pretty, that 
would be popular among college 
girls, 1 could develop a profitable 
business and be of service to the 
young women as well,” said Miss 
Walrath to the correspondent. “So I 
sought ideas and began experiment- 
ing in the designing of attractive 
sleeping garments of this type. I 
made up a few samples, and with 
little effort these sold very quickly. 

“At informal parties,” she con- 
tinued, “I showed them to the girls, 
who liked them at once and gave me 
orders. So I made 5¢ pairs and dis- 
posed of them almost immediately 
to young women students in the uni- 
versity here, in my own town. Their 
colors .were soft and warm — pale 


pinks, blues, and white, with con-| 


trasting shades for the French knots 
and piping; they were designed to 
possess a charm of line. and color 
usually found only in silk pajamas. 
She Pursued Her Idea, Fleet-F ooted 
“As soon as I realized that there 


would be a wide market I conferred | 


with Albert Gale, a friend and pro- 
fessional advertising man, who cre- 
ated for me a trade name and had it 
patented. Within a week I was ready 
to begin in earnest. A shop was rented 


in the business section of Evanston, | 
and girls were engaged to make the | 
pajamas after I had designed and) 
cut them. I borrowed $300 to start) 
this business.” 

Miss Walrath acted quickly in pro-| 


moting her idea. She made a trip 
from Evanston.to her sorority at the 
University.of Wisconsin, in Madison, 
and in three days at that school she 
sold 50. pairs of pajamas to be made 
to order. Then she visited another 
coliege where she was equally suc- 
cessful. Next she wrote to friends at 
Wellesley and at Smith colleges, and 
established agencies there to take 


orders for pajamas to be made to 


measurements. Later she ‘visited 
Mount Vernon Seminary in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Vassar College, and 
establishéd agencies with students 
who are paid 15 per cent commission 
to write orders. 

As her.business expanded she rval- 
ized that it would not be essential to 
maintain a shop in the business dis- 
trict of her .city,.and so.she rented 
space on the second floor of the gar- 
age at the rear of her home. 

Here now she keeps a staff of be- 
tween six and 1) women engaged all

the time in supplying the demand for 
her garments. She says that she 
has never reached the stage in pro- 
duction where she is making pajamas 
that are not already sold, 

Miss Walrath:is very liberal. with 
samples,, believing. that this is an 
effective way of advertising her prod- 
uct. Last summer she engaged a 
friend, Miss Margaret Noyes, as 
sales manager, when Miss Noyes was 
graduated from Wellesley College.

A Chat With a_ Business Woman

és¥T IS one thing to get a good busi- | 
| ness post, but it is another thing | 
to keep it!” said Mrs. Mabel L. | 
Matthews, who for the last 5% years 
has been manager of the electrical 
tool sales department of the Consol- 
idated Pneumatic Tools Company. 
In the course of conversation with 
a representative of The Christian 
‘Science Monitor some of the secrets 
of both getting and keeping such a 
post were revealed. 

Mrs. Matthews started in the com- 
pany 12% years ago as private sec- 
retary to the managing director. Dur- 
ing the, war,-when the technical as- 
sistant of the electrical department 
joined up, one of the directors took 
over his position and Mre. Matthews 
was asked what she could do to help. 
‘So valuable was-her assistance that 
when the director went on to other 
work the department was handed 
over to her. 


Helpfulness the Falcrum 


“My husband was an engineer,” 
she said, “and manager of some 
brick and tile works. I used to go 


‘of God . 


around the works with him and he 
showed me various things, among 
them how to test the different 
bricks. When he was very busy I | 
sometimes tested them for him, and | 
I gradually began to see that busi-| 
ness is not so frightfully difficult as | 
it appeared at first sight! 


“When I took on this department,” 
she continued, “the problems which 
arose did not alarm me nearly as 
much as they would have done if I 
had not had that experience. If any- 
thing seemed very difficult I always 
sat down and gave it full considera- 
tion before I would admit that it was 
too much for me. It is extraordinary 
how things unfold in the most mar- 
velous way when you treat them in 
this manner. 

“All those who are working hope 


to arrive at individual independence, | 
but it must not be forgotten that | 
this is conditioned on interdepend- | 
ence. I believe in cultivating a desire 
for service both toward your em- | 
ployers and those you meet as co- 
workers and clients. If assistance is 
asked in any new departure of the 
firm, and this work is tackled with 
an attitude of helpfulness and done 
with real pleasure, and the outcome 
of the matter is followed up with in- 
terest, it may often lead to the head- 
ship of a department. 

“When you take over a new depart- 
ment I belfeve in trying to see if you 
can help anyone in it in any way, 
and if you find someone overbur- 
dened with work you need not con- 
sider it derogatory to help him with 
it, even though the work may be be- 
neath your position. Some one has 
said that ‘Unless you are consciously 
_kind you will often be unconscious- 
ly unkind.’ It is good to take an in- 
terest-in and try to understand ev- 
eryone with whom you come in con- 
tact. I couldn’t even give a penny 
to a conductor in an omnibus with- 
out looking at him and trying to 
a some idea of what kind of man 
he is. 

“Il used to think that I should like 
to devote my time to social work, but 
I find that there is plenty to be done 
in the businéss werid. I like the way 
that Jeremy Taylor puts it—it is a fa- 
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that it may be a perpetual serving 
. the labors of the plough- 
man, the skill and pains of the arti- 
san, and the . .. traffic of the mer- 
chant: these men are in their call- 
ing the ministers of the Divine Provi- 
dence and the stewards of the crea- 
tion and servants of the great family 
of God, the world. ...’”

What Mrs. Matthews had to say 
on handling problems presented by 
clients was interesting and helpful. 
“Tt is most tmportant to use good 
jutigment in dealing with such prob- 
lems, and indeed one should strive 
for wisdom and right judgment in 
all things, it helps in avoiding fric- 
tion. When considering any difficulty 
with a client I always try to put 
myself in the place of the man who 
has had the experience. It assists in 
arriving at a solution far better. if 
one takes the impersonal point of 
view. I think that one always wants 
to settle things as generously as one 
can while keeping in view the inter- 
ests of the firm as well as of the 
client. It always pays. Often a letter 
is received afterward, saying, ‘It was 
just the sort of treatment that one 
would expect from a firm of your 


‘standing.’ That is where the individ- |

The writer had the pleasure a few 
days ago of visiting an exhibition of 
sculpture in which the plastic ma- 
trial employed consisted entirely of 
white sdap. There were more than 
600 entries in a competition for 
prizes offered by a soap firm, in 
order to show the suitability of hard, 
white soap for the carving of small 
figures, medallions, etc. An extraor- 
dinary amount of interest was ex- 
hibited in this new medium. Several 
professional sculptors competed, be- 
sides many amateurs. Doubtless one 
reason for this is the inexpensive- 
ness of the medium and the readiness 
with which it can be obtained, even 
in the tiniest hamlet. 

It is noteworthy, by the way, that 
a very large percentage of the com- 
petitors were women and that a 
great number of them sent in their 
work from small towns scattered in 
all parts of the United States. This 
would seem to indicate that there ig 
a good deal of talent for plastic 
work lying latent and waiting only 
suitable occasions and a suitable 
medium to express itself. . 

In fact every child who ever meas- 
ured his length in sand, or clay, or 
snow, must have been, struck by the 
image of himself thus accidentally 
imprinted in intaglio.

The Cap of Comedy 


OOD actors, as distinguished 
from those who are not so good, 


G are never insistent. That is, 


they manage to keep their empha- 
sis from becoming obvious. They 
know that the audience is an actor 


of the play, in any successful stage 
performance, and that the spectators 
will not have a good time unless 
they are allowed to assist. 

Watch an actor of quality, such as 
George Arliss, after you have en- 
joyed one of his performances for 
the sheer story-telling interest, and 
are not too distracted by the true 
theater effect of the performance. 
Mr. Arliss may be used as an illus- 
tration of certain artistic virtues 
common to many first-rate players. 
Suppose he has the problem of vis- 
ualizing a man of long experience 
in the world of business, a man who 
would retire to private life but for 
the pressing need of maintaining his 
slight income. Here is a personage 
that could be built up out of the 
stock in trade of the player of “first 
old man parts,” and half of the due 
effect of the character would be lost 
because of the audience’s familiarity 
with the hackneyed expedients of 
conventional acting. 


+ > > 

But Arliss avoids the obvious and 
individualizes his character at one 
stroke by composing it out of his 
own imagination and observation, 
using his long experience in the 
theater not to recall old tricks in 
all their baldness, but to make his 
own materials individually effective 
means of giving illustration to the 
play. In the course of his prepara- 
tion of the performance his scenes 
take acting form, and this process is 
hastened if the playwright knew his 
business. The result, in comedy, is 
a series of scenes in which all the 
presuppositions of the laugh which 
caps each of their conclusions are 
clearly set forth in the process of 
building these scenes at each per- 
formance. 

Mr. Arliss and other artists shine 
because of their skill in building the 
reasons for the laughs, and because 
of their knowledge of where to stop 
that the audience may complete a 
scene. It is like stacking dominoes 
for the amusement of a child and 
leaving to him the fun of tilting over 
the structure when it can. be built

the inexpressible in his face. Thus 
did Bernhardt veil her face before 
the height of the great moment in 
“Madam X” and let the audience act 
the rest of the climax, each one being 
allowed to rush on to the limit of his 
own imagination, 

To avoid the literal and the obvious, 
surely, would be a step upward for 
the young would-be artist, toward 
that ideal expressed in Goethe's 


words: 
Never insist, 
Never explain; 
Just a breath 
Shall be your picture.
